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The  T^ower  of  Fables 

/"^^^^EMADES,   a  famous  Greek  orator,   was  once 
^"^yjlj/    addressing  an  assembly  at  Athens  on  a  subject 
of  great  importance,   and  in  vain  tried  to  fix 
the   attention  of  his   hearers.  They  laughed   among 

themselves,  watched  the  sports  of  the  children,  and  in 
twenty  other  ways  showed  their  want  of  concern  in  the 
subject  of  the  discourse. 

Demades,  after  a  short  pause,  spoke  as  follows : 
"  Ceres  one  day  journeyed  in  company  with  a  Swallow 
and  an  Eel."  At  this  there  was  marked  attention, 
and  every  ear  strained  now  to  catch  the  words  of  the 
orator.  "  The  party  came  to  a  river,"  continued  he. 
"  The  Eel  swam  across,  and  the  Swallow  flew  over." 
He  then  resumed  the  subject  of  his  harangue. 

A  great  cry,  however,  arose  from  the  people.  "  And 
Ceres?  and  Ceres?"  cried  they,    "What  did  Ceres  do?" 

"  Why,  the  goddess  was,  and  indeed  she  is  now," 
replied  he,  "  mightily  offended  that  people  should  have 
their  ears  open  to  any  sort  of  foolery,  and  shut  to  words 
of  truth   and  wisdom." 

LEARN  TO  LISTEN  WISELY. 
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EFORE  Jesus  began  His  public 
ministry,  He  was  led  by  the 
spirit  "  into  the  wilderness  to 
be  tempted  of  the  devil,  And  when  he  had 
fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  he  was 
afterward  an  hungered.  And  when  the 
tempter  came  to  him  tie  said,  If  thou  be 
the  Son  of  God,  command  that  these 
stones  be  made  bread.  But  he  answered 
and  said,  It  is  written,  Man  shalt  not 
live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  word 
that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of 
God." 

Satan  tempted  Him  variously,  and  at 
last  showed  Him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the 
world,  and  the  glory  thereof,  and  said, 
"  All  these  things  will  I  give  thee  if  thou 
wilt  fall  down  and  worship  me.  Then 
saith  Jesus  unto  him,  Get  thee  hence, 
Satan,  for  it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  wor- 
ship the  Lord  thy  God,  and  Him  only 
shalt  thou  serve.  Then  the  devil  leaveth 
Him,  and  behold,  angels  came  and 
ministered  unto  Him  .  .  .  From  that  time, 
Jesus  began  to  preach  and  to  say.  Repent : 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand." 
(Matt.  4.) 

Having  been  tempted  Himself,  Jesus 
fully  understood  the  power  which  draws 
men  to  sin.  Having  resisted  temptation, 
he  was  prepared  to  teach  men  how  to  live 
the  good  life,  and  avoid  the  snares  and 
pitfalls  whi(-h  the  Author  of  sin  places  in 
our  way. 

Knowing  the  emptiness  of  Satan's 
promises  and  the  fallacv  of  following 
him,  the  Lord  went  forth  to  persuade 
men  to  repent,  turn  from  their  evil  ways, 
^nd  grow, 


Repentance  Unto  Life

Basis  of  Progress. 

Browning  tells  us  ihat  progress  is  the 
law  of  life,  and  we  might  add  that 
repentance  is  the  basis  of  progress.  Each 
time  we  overcome  some  fault  which 
weakens  us  or  holds  us  back,  we  free 
ourselves  of  its  fetters,  and  move  forward 
the  faster. 

Longfellow  echoed  this  thought  as  he 
wrote:  "  Well  has  thou  said  that  of  our 
vices  we  can  frame  a  ladder,  if  we  will 
put  tread  beneath  our  feet  each  deed  of 
shame. 

It  has  ever  been  the  desire  of  God  to 
lift  man  to  a  higher  plane,  to  guide  him 
in  his  progress,  to  help  him  grow  "  unto 
a  perfect  man  "  as  Paul  taught  the 
Ephesians,  "  unto  the  measure  of  the 
fulness  of  Christ."  (Eph.  4  :  12.)  This 
is  amply  borne  out  in  the  scriptures,  and 
was  taught  by  Jesus  Himself  who  com- 
manded us,  "  Be  ye  therefore  perfect, 
even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven 
is  perfect."  (Matt.  5    :  48.) 

The  Lord's  Mission. 

Our  Lord's  entire  mission  was  one  of 
lifting  men  to  a  higher  level,  of  delivering 
them  from  their  afflictions,  and  assisting 
them  to  live  more  abundantly.  "  The 
spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,"  he  said, 
"  because  he  hath  annointed  me  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  the  poor,  he  hath  sent  me  to 
heal  the  broken-hearted,  to  preach 
deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recover- 
ing of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty 
them  that  are  bruised,  to  preach  the 
acceptable  vear  of  the  Lord.''  (Luke 
4    :  18.) 

As  He  ministered  among  the  people 
He  found  them  oppressed,  politically 
and  spiritually.  They  suffered  from  the 
domination  of  wicked  kings  and  harsh 
Roman  governors.       They  felt  keenly  the 
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hand  of  Pharisaical,  self-righteous 
religionists  who  spurned  the  poor  and 
congratulated  themselves  that  the}'  were 
not  as  other  men.  But  the  hardest  task- 
master of  the  people  was  temptation,  their 
heaviest  bonds  were  their  sins. 

Surveying  the  condition,  our  Lord 
remarked  with  significant  truthfulness, 
"  Whosoever  commiteth  sin  is  the  servant 
of  sin." 

With  this  thought  in  mind,  Paul  also 
taught:  "  Know  }e  not  that  to  whom  }e 
yield  yoursehes  as  servants  to  obey,  His 
servants  ye  arc  whether  of  sin  unto 
death,  or  of  obedience  unto  righteous- 
ness? The  wages  of  sin  is  death." 
Therefore,  sa}s  Paul,  "  Let  not  sin  reign 
in  your  mortal  body  that  ye  should  obey 
it  in  the  lusts  thereof."   (Romans  6.) 

Hard  Taskmaster. 

Sin  is  a  hard  taskmaster.  It  robs  us 
of  our  freedom,  it  loads  upon  us  a  burden 
grievous  to  be  borne,  and  exacts  its  foil 
to  the  uttermost  farthing,  frequently 
extending  its  punishments  to  the  third 
and     fourth     generation.  Let     no     one 

suppose,  therefore,  that  he  may  break  the 
laws  of  cleanliness  and  right  with 
impunit}-.  Each     act     of     sin     ha^'     its 

price. 

Of  this  Lo'Aell  trul_\'  ^,pokc,  when  he 
said  : 

At  the  devil's  booth  are  all  things  sold, 

Each  ounce  of  dross  costs  its  ounce  of 
gold. 

For  a  cap  and  bells  our  lives  we  pay. 

Bubbles    we    buy    with    a   \\'hole    soul's 
tasking. 

'Tis  heaven  alone  that  is  given  away, 

'Tis    only    Ciod    may    be    had    for    the 
asking. 

Freedom  from  the  fetters  of  sin  is  one 
of  the  greatest  blessings  that  may  come 
to  man,  and  Christ  came  to  set  us  free. 
To  those  Jews  who  believed  on  Him  He 
said,  "  If  ye  continue  in  my  word,  then 
are  ye  my  disciples  indeed,  and  ye  shall 
know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free."  (John  8    :  3L) 


ihe  truth  as  Jesus  taught  it,  laid  down 
first  a  foundation  of  faith  in  God  and  in 
Jesus  our  S,i\iour;  secondly,  repentance 
from  sins,  and  third,  baptism  for  the 
remission  of  sins. 

Conscious  of  Sin. 

It  has  ever  been  the  history  of  true  con- 
\  ersion  to  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  when 
men  gain  faith  in  the  Lord,  and  accept 
Him  as  their  pattern  and  guide,  they 
become  conscious  of  their  own  sins — of 
their     own      guilt      before      Him.  An 

immediate  desire  to  be  free  from  sins 
enters  their  hearts.  Bearing  fruit,  this 
desire  brings  about  a  reformation  in  the 
life  of  the  con\ert ;  not  a  temporary 
change,  not  a  resolution  to  "  turn  over 
a  new  lenf  "  for  a  time  and  then  revert 
to  sinful  practices.  A  Godly  sorrow  for 
sin,  as  expressed  by  the  Apostle  Paul,  can 
only  mean  a  transformation  in  the  life  of 
the  individual,  a  true  reformation,  a 
departure  from  the  paths  of  sin  with  a 
determination  never  to  return ;  a  resolu- 
tion to  work  righteousness  and  follow 
Jesus  as  the  great  exemplar. 

Repentance,  however,  is  not  for  the 
ntw  convert  alone.  We  all  have  need  of 
it.  Each  one  of  us  possesses  the  right 
of  choice.  W^e  may  elect  to  live 
righteously,  or  as  we  are  so  disposed,  we 
may  sin  and  pa\'  the  price.  The  pity  is 
that  when  we  sin,  so  often  our  wrong 
doing  affect  gre\iously  the  lives  of  others. 
How  many  families  of  little  dependent 
children  are  to-day  paying  the  price  of 
wrong-doing  on  the  part  of  their  parents? 
How  many  wi\-es  suffer  to-day  from  the 
intemperance  of  their  husbands?  Free 
agency  is  a  heavenly  gift  if  properly 
controlled,  but  when  improperly  used  it 
becomes  the  agency  of  suffering  and 
death.  Let  us  ask  ourselves  the  ques- 
tion :  Arc  we  wisely  directing  our  lives? 
Are  we  making  the  most  of  our  oppor- 
tunities? Are  we  electing  to  do  those 
things  which  will  bring  us  happiness,  or 
which  will  bring  us  remorse?  As  a  man 
soweth,    so   shall   he   also   reap.  If  we 

sow  the  seeds  of  peace  and  joy,  we  shall 
reap  a  joyous  harvest,  but  if  we  sow  the 
seeds    of   destruction,    such    shall    be    our

reward.  It  is  within  the  power  of  each 
one  of  us  to  direct  our  own  course,  as  a 
pilot  on  a  ship.

Plan  Our  Lives. 

\\'e  should  plan  our  li\es  for  happiness, 
for     progress     and     de\elopment.  We 

should  plan  U)  take  from  our  li\es  those 
things  which  retard  advancement,  and 
adopt  a  mode  of  li\ing  which  will  bring 
us  to  that  perfet'tion  which  Jesus  spoke 
of.  This     leads     us     dehnitely     to     a 

reformation      in      our     li\es.  Such      a 

reformation  has  alwa}s  been  ad\ised  by 
Christian  leaders.  Brigham  Young  at 
one  time  said  : 

All  I  ha\e  e^•er  asked  or  contended 
for  is  a  reformation  in  the  life  of  this 
people;  that  the  thief  should  stop  his 
stealing,  the  swearer  his  swearing,  the 
liar  his  lying,  the  deceiver  his  tleceiving, 
and  the  man  who  loves  the  world  more 
than  his  God  and  his  religion,  wean  his 
affections  from  those  objects  and  place 
them  where  they  of  right  belong  .... 
If  you  have  stolen  your  neighbour's 
cattle,  confess  it ;  and  restore  the  pro- 
perty with  fourfold  if  it  is  requested,  if 
}ou  have  taken  your  neighbour's  spade, 
confess  it,  and  return  it,  with  fourfold  if 
he  requires  it." 

Paul's  Teachings. 

Such  teachings  but  echo  the  remarks 
of  St.  Paul  who  Avrote  to  the  Ephesians 
as  follows:  "Piit  away  lying,  speak  e\er\- 
man  truth  with  his  neighbour  ....  be 
ye  angr}'  and  sin  not ;  let  not  the  sun  go 
down  upon  your  wrath,  neither  give  place 
to  the  devil.  Let  him  that  stole,  steal

"  Preacli  unto  them  repentance,  and 
laith  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  teacli 
them  to  humble  themselves  and  to  be 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart ;  teach  them  lo 
withstand  every  temptation  of  the  devil 
with  tlieir  faith  on  the  Lord  jesus  Christ. 

"  Teach  them  to  ne\'er  be  weary  of 
good  works,  but  to  be  meek  and  lowly  in 
heart  ;  for  such  will  find  rest  to  their 
souls. 

"  (),  remember,  my  son,  and  learn 
wisdom  in  th\-  }  outh ;  yea,  learn  in  thy 
youth  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God. 

"  \'ea,  and  cr}-  unto  God  for  all  thy 
support  ;  _\  ea,  let  all  thy  doings  be  unto 
the  Lord,  and  whithersoex  er  thou  goest  l(,'t 
.it  be  in  the  Lord  ;  yea,  let  thy  thoughts  be 
directed  unto  the  Lord;  yea,  let  the  affec- 
tions of  thy  heart  be  placed  upon  the 
Lord  forever. 

"  Counsel  with  the  Lord  in  all  thy 
doings,  and  He  will  direct  thee  for  good;

The  quotation  above  is  taken  from  the 
commandments  of  the  Prophet  Alma  to 
his  son  Helaman  just  prior  to  the  time 
Helaman  was  to  be  entrusted  with  the 
sacred  records  which  now  make  up  a  part 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

Brother  Thomas  Wilson,  a  High 
Priest  and  a  veteran  of  the  Church,  made 
me  think  of  this  advice  of  Alma,  when  on 
Sunday    last,    at    "  Cumorah,"    he    spoke

Even  now  he  is  planning 
on  a  trip  to  his  nati\e  countr}-,  Scotland, 
and  then  on  a  visit  to  Salt  Lake  City 
during  his  leave  of  absence  from  his  dail\- 
occupation.  This  will  be  a  well-earned 
vacation. 

Thomas  Wilson  has  truly  followed  and 
taught  the  teachings  of  Alma  and  all  the 
other  Prophets  of  God.  He  has  proven 
to  himself  that  God  does  keep'  His 
promises.  In  these  last  days  the  Lord 
has  said,  "I,  the  Lord,  am  bound  when 
ye  do  what  I  say ;  but  when  ye  do  not 
what  I  say,  ye  have  no  promise."

'OLLOWING  the  theme  "  JItj 
Chartered  Course  of  the 
Missionary  "  the  annual  con- 
\ention  ol  South  Atrican  Missionaries 
met  at  mission  headquarters,  "Cumorah," 
Main  Road,  Mowhray,  29th  December . 
for  its  initial  meeting.  President  Richari 
E.  FoUantl  presideil  at  all  sessions. 
T\\cnty-four  missionaries  were  in  attend- 
ance and  the  con\ention  discussed  man}' 
of  the  problems  of  the  mission  in  in  effort 
to  organize  the  work  for  the  coming 
year  in  a  way  that  would  ensure  the  con- 
tinued progress  of  the  preaching  of  the 
tiospel    in    this    land. 

Tlie  lirst  meeting  was  con\ened  at  7.30 
a.m.,  29th  December.  The  missionaries 
took  their  turns  in  bearing  their  testi- 
monies to  the  truthfulness  of  the  work. 
The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  present  and 
the  power  f)f  the  piiesthood  (-ould  be  felt 
bv  those  who  wei'c  in  attendance.  All 
felt  that  this  meeting  was  one  of  the  out- 
standing experiences  of  the  entire  con- 
\  ention. 

Another  leatiu'e  ol  this  con\ention  was 
that  man}-  new  missionaries  were  present. 
The  recent  influx  of  missionaries  filled  the 
group  with  new  enthusiasm,  with  new 
strength,  and  new  life.  It  was  inspiring 
to  see  a  group  the  size  of  this,  st)me  ol 
the  brethren  who  had  just  arrixed  and 
others  who  had  been  in  the  field  for  many 
months,  all  working  together  for  the  same 
ends  and  with  the  same  aims  in  view.

responsibiliiy  and  after  accepting  should 
be  respected  and  upheld  in  their  various 
])f)sitions.  '{"he  missionaries  should  have 
greater  oppoi'tunit}'  to  do  proselyting 
woi'k  among  the  imn-members  of  the 
church. 

Health  as  a  means  to  happiness  was 
discussed  and  in  the  coming  year  an 
eflort  will  be  made  to  icaih  ihe  Word  of 
Wisdom  more  than  e\er  before.  Man\' 
ol  our  people  are  sick  and  unhappy 
because  of  their  disojjedience  to  this 
command. 

In  addition  to  the  serious  aspect  of  the 
con\  ention,  a  programme  of  pla\'  was 
outlined  to  fill  in  the  spare  time.  The 
baseball  game  between  "  (ieorge  "  and 
Dennis  "  was  interesting  and  enter- 
taining.

HEN  said  Jesus  unto  His  dis- 
ciples, If  any  man  will  come 
after  Me,  let  him  deny  him- 
and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow 
And  whosoever  doth  not  bear  his 
cross  and  come  a.fter  Me — is  not  worthy 
of  Me." 

Our  Saviour  was  compelled  to  carry

Hut  He  did  say,  "  Take  up  your 
cross  and  follow  me."  Was  that  cross 
made  of  \\ood?  Or  was  it,  rather,  our 
individual  weaknesses?  His  words  were 
to  deny  ourselves,  and  "  to  him  that 
overcometh  will  I  gi\e  to  eat  of  the  tree 
of  life  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  para- 
dise of  God. " 

His  efforts  were  spent,  His  blood  spilt, 
to  show  us  this  path  that  leads  to  the 
"  paradise  of  God."  How  unambiguous 
are  His  words,  "  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God, 
and  I  gi\'e  unto  aou  this  commandment, 
that  no  man  shall  come  unto  the  Father 
but  by  my  word  which  is  my  law." 

So  we  follow  the  Saviour  by  obeying 
His  commandments. 

And  by  denying  ourselves  in  following, 
does  it  mean  we  are  to  abstain  from  the 
things  which  brings  us  happiness?  No! 
The  Plan  of  Salvation  is  the  way  to  live 
here  and  hereafter  according  to  our 
Father's   will   and   desires.  He   is   our 

Father    and    knows    unquestionably    the 


things  whicli  arc  beneficial  and  injurious 
to  His  ciiildren.  There  are  fruits  good  ♦• 
and  c\il  from  the  ti"ee,  and  His  desire  is 
lo  siiow  us  the  proper  fruit.  Therefore, 
to  deny  ourselves  is  to  abstain  from  the 
fruit  which  will  bring  us  woe  and  misery. 
Though  the  way  be  full  of  trials,  weary 
not. 

Perhaps  your  cross  lo  bear  is  temper. 
Maybe  yours  is  faultfinding  ;  yours  might 
be  over-indulgence.  One  cross  so  com- 
mon in  these  days  is  weaknesses  of 
bodily  appetites,  whether  along  the 
sexual  lines,  or  the  taking  in  the  body  of 
stimulants.  Out  of  the  goodness  of  our 
leather,  He  has  shown  us  His  will  that 
we  may  live  here  accordingly.  He  has 
made  it  possible  to  lighten  that  cross  by 
helping  us  to  overcome  such  weaknesses. 

The  Word  of  Wisdom  frees  us  from  the 
bondage  of  being  slaves  to  our  bodies. 
"  Abide  ye  in  the  liberty  wherewith  ye 
are  made  free ;  entangle  not  yourselves  in 
sin  "  are  words  of  warning  from  our 
Father.  Is  obedience  a  reasonable  price 
for  freedom? 

There  is  an  exhortation  in  the  words  of 
Paul  :  "  Knowing  this,  that  our  old  man 
is  ci'uci fied  with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin 
might  be  destroyed,  and  that  henceforth 
we  should  not  serve  sin.  And  that  ye 
put  on  the  new  man,  which  after  God  is 
created  in  righteousness  and  true  holi- 
ness." y\fter  we  crucify  the  old  man  of 
sin,  be  resurrected  and  put  on  the  "  new 
man,"  that  we  become  like  "  new 
creatures. " 

\'es,  it  is  easy  to  talk — but  to  do  is 
different.  This  is  not  a  new  thought ! 
Christ  said,  "  Because  strait  is  the  gate 
and  narrow  is  the  way  which  leadeth  unto 
life,  few  there  be  that  find  it."  Notice 
the  word  "  strait,"  which  does  not  mean 
"  no  deviating,"  but  means  "  confining, 
inflexible,   or  restricteil. " 

The  way  is  narrow  and  strait.  Wie 

cannot  give  vent  to  our  desires  and 
appetites.  We  cannot  live  loosel}'  and 
at  the  same  time  follow  the  path  that 
"  leadeth  unto  life."  And  although 
devilish  and  carnal  weaknesses  are  in- 
born, we  are  to  conquer  ourselves;  we 
are  to  be  masters  of  our  bodies.  "  To

(iod,  for  Christ's  sake,  hath  forgiven 
you."  (Kph.  4    :  25-32.) 

In  this  scripture  Paul  touches  several 
important  features  of  the  process  of 
repentance,  in  which  e\eryone  should  be 
interested. 

For  one  thing,  he  urges  his  readers  to 
be  forgiving-  to  all,  as  God  forgives  them. 
This  reminds  us  of  the  prayer  which 
Jesus  ga\e  us  a  pattern  after  which  we 
should      pi.'iy.  W'hile      dehvering-     his 

Sermon   on   the    Mount,    he   said   in   part  : 

"  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye: 
Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven, 
Hallowed   b}'   Thy   Name.  Thy   King- 

dom come,  Thy  Will  be  done  in  earth  as 
it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our 
(laiU-  bread,  and  forgive  us  our  debts  as 
we  forgi\e  our  debtors."  Let  us  pause 
here  to  consider  these  A\ords  :  "  Forgive 
us  our  debts  as  we  forgive  our  debtors." 

Dependent  on  Lord. 

\\'e  are  dependant  upon  the  Lord  for 
forgiveness  of  our  sins,  and  we  pray  that 
he  will  grant  it.  But  a  limitation  is  here 
placed  upon  it.  We  are  taught  to  pray 
for  forgiveness  only  in  so  far  as  we  for- 
give those  who  trespass  against  us.  In 
other  words,  "  With  what  measure  >'e 
mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again." 
(Matt.  7  :  '2.)  Are  we  willing  to  forgive 
those  who  wrong  us?  Are  we  willing  to 
forget  an  injury  that  may  have  been  done 
us  even  in  malice?  WHiich  one  of  you, 
having  feelings  against  a  neighbour, 
prays  for  forgiveness  of  your  own  sins 
without  first  forgiving  your  neighbour  his 
trespasses?  Paul's      words     come     to 

mind  once  more:  "  Let  not  the  sun  go 
down   upon  your  wrath." 


Ihat  gifal  J-Jeing  who  taught  us  to  lo\e 
e\cn  our  enemies,  ga\e  us  an  example 
ol  this  type  of  forgiveness.  While  He 
was  yet  upon  the  Cross,  reviled,  even 
spat  upon  by  those  who  had  urged  His 
cruiilixion,  in  tlu'  humilitv  of  His  great 
soul.  He  called  out  to  His  Heavenly 
Father,  saying,  "  Forgive  them,  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do."  Though  He 
was  put  to  death  at  their  hands,  yet  He 
held  nothing  against  them  and  invoked 
mere}    upon    them. 

At  one  time,  while  the  Lord  was  teach- 
ing forgiveness.  He  was  asked  how  often 
man  is  required  to  forgive  his  brother, 
seven  times?  His  answer  was,  "  I  say 
not  unto  thee  until  seven  times,  but  until 
seventy  limes  seven."  (Matt.   18    :  21.) 

One  of  the  true  elements  of  repentance 
is  that  we  acknowledge  our  guilt  to  those 
whom  we  have  injured,  and  as  already 
quoted,  repay,  even  four-fold  if  neces- 
sary. 

An  Important  Aspect. 

There  is  a  most  important  aspect  to  this 
subject  which  requires  serious  considera- 
tion, and  that  is  the  relationship  between 
repentance  on  our  part  and  the  atonement 
wrought  out  by  Christ  on  Mount  Calvar}-. 

We  may  live  upright  lives,  and  turn 
from  evil  practices,  but  if  we"  lack  the 
spiritual  qualities  of  true  religion,  we 
may  vet  be  without  that  which  the 
ancient     apostles     were     pleased     to     call 

repentance  unto  life."  This  type  of 

repentance  is  that  which  God  would  have 
us  seek,  for  it  and  it  alone  will  bring  us 
into  harmony  with  Him  through  obedi- 
ence to  His  laws  and  commandments. 

Repentance  unto  life  includes  the 
abandonment  of  our  personal  sins,  con- 
ciliation with  our  neighbours,  and  the 
adoption  of  a  kindly  attitude  toward  all 
men.  But     in     addition,     it     lays     the 

ground  work  for  a  spiritual  rejuvenation, 
a  re -birth  from  a  condition  of  spiritual 
exile  from  God  to  one  of  complete  har- 
mony with  Him.  Repentance  unto  life 
brings  us  into  that  great  experience  which 
Jesus  told  Nicodemus  must  come  to  all 
who  enter  the  kingdom  of  heaven — the 
experience  in  which  we  are  "born  again." 
In  this  re-birth  we  are  changed  from 
being  servants  of  sin  to  free  men  in  the 
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kingdom  of  our  Lord.  We  emerge  into 
a  new  way  of  living,  leaving-  our  former 
unwise  habits,  and  beginning  a  career  of 
religious     devotion.  Our     very     souls 

untlergo  a  change.  They  expand  through 
an  appreciation  of  higher  values.  Our 
desires  are  for  the  better  things  of  life, 
and  there  is  awakened  within  us  a 
spiritual  consciousness  which  puts  us  in 
tune  with  the  infinite,  and  opens  our 
souls  to  the  free  flow  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God. 

In  it  also  we  receive  remission  of  sins 
and  the  gift  of  the  Holy  (ihost  to  "  guide 
us  into  all  truth  and  show  us  things  to 
come."  Remission      of      sins      (^omes 

through  baptism  and  means  that  the 
cleasing  power  of  the  blood  of  Christ  is 
applied  to  us.  But  it  is  only  applied  to 
such  as  literally  and  freely  come  unto 
Him,  take  His  name  upon  them,  ser\e 
Him  and  re-adapt  their  lives  to  His 
stantlards. 

How  to  Repent. 

How  is  this  remission  of  sins  brought 
about?  And  what  is  its  relationship  to 
repentance? 

Sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law,  we 
are  told  in  the  epistle  of  John.  For  the 
transgression  of  the  law,  a  punishment  is 
affixed.  We  are  individually  responsible 
for  the  sins  we  commit,  and  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  events  would  be  similarly 
liable  to  the  punishment  attached  to  those 
broken  laws.  However,  Christ  died  on 
the  Cross  to  save  us  from  this  punish- 
ment. He  took  upon  Himself  the 
punishment  for  the  sins  of  all  the  world, 
with  the  understanding  that  all  who 
repent  and  come  unto  Him,  will  be  for- 
given of  their  sins,  and  freed  of  the 
punishment.  Others  will  be  required  to 
suffer  for  their  own  sins,  for  if  they  do 
not  accept  Christ,  they  cannot  participate 
in  the  exemption  from  the  punishment  as 
prof  erred  by  the  Lord,  repentance  and 
baptism  are  the  means  if  obtaining  this 
forgiveness  of  sin  and  exemption  from 
punishment  therefor. 

Speaking  on  this  subject  to  Joseph 
Smith,  Prophet  and  first  President  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  the  Lord  said  ; 


Behold,  I  (iod,  liave  suffered  these 
things  for  all,  that  ihey  might  not  suffer 
if  they  would  repent ;  but  if  they  would 
not  repent  they  must  suffer  even  as  1, 
which  sufiering  caused  myself,  even  (iod, 
the  greatest  of  all,  to  tremble  because  of 
pain,  and  to  bleed  at  every  pore,  and  to 
suffer  both  body  and  spirit — ami  would 
that  I  might  not  drink  the  bittter  cup, 
and  shrink — nevertheless,  glory  be  to  the 
Father,  and  I  partook  and  finished  m\ 
preparations  unto  the  children  of  men. 
Wherefore,  I  command  you  again  to 
repent,  lest  I  humble  }Ou  in  my  almighty 
power;  and  that  you  confess  }our  sins, 
lest  you  suffer  these  punishments  of  whicli 
I  have  spoken."       (D.C.  19.) 

Repentance  unto  life  is  open  to  all  men. 
As  the  call  resounded  through  the  valleys 
of  Jutlea  centuries  ago,  it  comes  forth 
again  to-day:  "  Repent  for  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  at  hand — repent  and  believe 
the  Gospel." 

The  message  of  Peter  comes  to  each  of 
us  with  appropriate  significance  in  this 
regard.        He  said  in  his  notable  epistle  : 

"  Add  to  your  faith,  virtue;  and  to 
virtue  knowledge,  and  to  knowledge 
temperance,  and  to  temperance  patience, 
and  to  patience  godliness,  and  to  godli- 
ness brotherly  kindness,  and  to  brotherl} 
kindness,  charity,  for  if  these  things  be 
in  \ou,  and  abound,  they  make  you  that 
ye  shall  neither  be  barren  nor  unfruitful  in 
the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
(1    Peter   1    :  5.)

of  the  tree  of  life."  And  to  arrive  in 
the  "  paradise  of  God  "  we  all  have  to

weight? 

Remember!  "Whosoever  transgresseth 
and  abideth  not  in  the  doctrines  of  Christ, 
hath  not  God."       But — 

"  He  that  abideth  in  the  doctrines  of 
Christ,  he  hath  both  the  Father  and  the 
Son."        Is   it  worth   it?  Can  you  say 

with  Paul,  "  I  have  fought  a  good  fight 
,  .   ,  .   ,  I  have  kept  the  fajth."?

Ami  \et  it  is 
true  that  a  man  may  pay  out  so  large  a 
part  of  his  manhood  for  mone\-  that  when 
he  has  it  he  is  an  exceedingly  poor  and 
small  type  of  man. 

There  are  things  that  no  man  can 
afford  to  pay,  even  for  the  grand  prize  of 
wealth.  A   ricli   man   is  not  only   rich, 

he  is  also  a  man,  and  he  who  buys  riches 
at  the  price  of  his  honesty,  ceases  to  be 
a  man  in  the  full  sense  of  that  word. 
Honesty  is  the  very  core,  prime  principle 
and  foundation-stone  of  manhood.  There 
is  no  man,  in  the  true,  high  sense  of  the 
word,  without  it.  Whateyer  high  human 
society  exists  on  earth  exists  by  virtue 
of  what  there  is  of  honesty  and  integrity 
of  character.  This  is  the  one  bond  that 
holds   the   world   together.  Truth   and 

honesty,  confidence  and  mutual  trust  in 
one  another,  are  the  principles  that  hold 
together  our  human  world  of  men  and 
women.  Take  these  away  and  such 
civilization  as  we  know  to-day  would 
vanish. 

A  man,  then,  who  becomes  dishonest, 
has  ceased  to  be  on  the  side  of  humanity  ; 
he  is  a  traitor  to  the  race  of  men ;  he  is 
in   reality  anti-man.  He  has   forfeited 

that  by  which  the  world  lives  ;  for  if  the 
honesty  and  good  in  the  world  hac^  not 
exceeded  the  dishonesty  and  the  bad,  the 
race  of  men  had  long  since  perished  from 
the  earth.  No  man  can  afford,  for  the 
sake  of  money,  to  pay  so  high  a  price  as 
honesty. 


Another  thing  that  no  person  can  afford 
to  pay  for  money  is  home.  More  or  less 
wealth  is  necessary  to  create  an  ideal 
home  ;  but  money  alone  cannot  do  it.  A 
beautiful,  richly  furnished  house  is  not 
ni  cessaiily  a  home.  .\  house  without  a 
spirit,  a  soul,  is  not  a  home,  any  more 
than  a  bod\'  without  a  spirit  is  a  man. 
The  sweetest  flavour  and  essence  of  one's 
life  must  abide  in  the  house  before  it  can 
rightly   be   called    a    home.  Love    and 

g-ladness,  tolerance,  mutual  understand- 
ing, sympathy,  truth  and  graciousness, 
must  reign  there  before  it  can  be  dignified 
by  the  sacred  name  of  home.  The  mak- 
ing of  a  home  is  one  of  the  highest  ends 
of    every    true    life.  Money    is    only    a 

means  to  this  end  and  no  one  can  afford 
to   sacrifice  the  end  to  the  means. 

Money  itself  is  not  a  home,  nor  culture, 
nor  knowledge,  nor  good,  nor  happinness 
in    any    form.  It    is    simply    the    raw 

material  out  of  which  good  and  happi- 
ness may  be  produced.  A  heap  of  money 
is  not  wealth,  well-being,  good.  It  is 
only  the  soil  in  which  high  and  fine  things 
may  be  njade  to  grow.
